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Tug-of-war for tax dollars rages in Romulus

A tug-of-war over tax money 
is developing between school 
and city officials in Romulus. 

Director of Community De- 
velopment Dennis Oakes and 
Superintenedent of Schools Dr. 
William Bedell traded argu- 
ments regarding funds col- 
lected from three Tax Incre- 
ment Financing Authority dis- 
tricts and the Downtown De- 
velopment Authority district 
located in the city during a 


meeting last week. 

Tax revenue, above that 
already generated at the time 
the TIFA and DDA districts 
were formed, is captured for 
public improvements within 
the district and is not shared 
with other entities, such as the 
local school district or the 
county. 

The three TIFA districts in 
Romulus include Flynn Drive, 
Wick Road west of Merriman 
and Wahrman Road. The DDA 
district includes the area along 
Goddard Road between Wayne 


and 1-275. These locations were 
chosen based on officials’ 
assessment of future develop- 
ment in the area. 

“We adopted the districts be- 
tween 1984 and 1986 and have 
since captured substantial re- 
venue in each of the areas,” 
said Oakes. ‘‘We use the new 
tax base to add water and sew- 
er systems and roads that will 
allow more development to 
occur.” 

Although the meeting on the 
subject was originally planned 
to simply refresh the minds of 
officials on the plan and to up- 


date them regarding progress 
in each district, a heated de- 
bate between city and school 
officals arose. 

Oakes recalled that when the 
districts were adopted, school 
officials were present and in 
agreement with the plans. 

‘‘Now, they’re telling us 60 
percent of the money collected 
is theirs and that they want 
their share,” Oakes said. 

‘‘When the TIFAs were first 
adopted, we were an in- 
formula school. Now we are 
out-of-formula and 90 percent 
of our income comes from 


property taxes,” said Bedell. 
‘‘Residents voted on a very 
high tax rate to support their 
schools and our number one 
priority is to give them the 
adequate school system they 
voted for. 

‘‘We deserve our portion of 
that money and if the city needs 
more to make improvements 
for development, that's be- 
tween them and the tax- 
payers,” Bedell said. 

‘“But we are not obligated to 
give them any money,” Oakes 
said. ‘‘The money is already 
allocated and the statute does 


not provide for the schools to 
have any of it.” 

No agreement was reached 
between the two entities at the 
meeting. Representatives of 
both the city and schools did 
agree to schedule another 
meeting to discuss the situa- 
tion. 

‘‘There, we plan to view the 
financial needs of each entity 
and to again review the prog- 
rams," Oakes said. ‘‘Hopeful- 
ly, we’ll be able to work some- 
thing out that will suit both of 
our needs.”

Noise 

battle 

begins

Romulus officials are taking 
a stand against the federal gov- 
ernment when it comes to the 
airport noise issue. 

In the city council meeting 
last week, Romulus Mayor Be- 
verly McAnally brought it to 
the attention of the council that 
the federal government may 
change requirements for air- 
ports to bring aircraft up to 
Stage 3 compliance (less noisy) 
before the end of 1992. She said 
they’re talking about moving 
that requirement date back to 
1995 or 1997 and she doesn’t in- 
tend to allow that to happen 
without a fight. 

‘‘We need to be vigilant about 
noise,” she said. 

For Detroit Metropolitan air- 
port, Stage Three compliance 
would mean that airlines would 
have to purchase newly- 
manufactured aircraft or add a 
hush kit (retrofit) to existing 
ones. 

McAnally said to stop the 
federal government from 
changing the deadline, the city 
may have to join with others to 
be heard. She suggested mem- 
bers vote yes to for the city to 
join the National Organization 
to Insure a Sound-controlled 
Environment (NOISE), an 
association of local govern- 
ments whose mission is to re- 
duce jet aircraft noise. 

"I think the ‘92 deadline was 
reasonable and if we have to 
join with others to see that the 
deadlines not changed, I think 
it’s incumbent for us to do 
that.” McAnally said. 

Councilmembers agreed and 
voted unanimously to become a 
member of the organization 
which is made up of elected 
officials from communities 
which are impacted by airport 
noise. 

Although NOISE is not anti- 
aviation. members are anti- 
noise. They seek noise abate- 
ment by working at a national 
level for federal aviation poli- 
cies that protect the rights of 
people living near airports and 
the powers of local govern- 
ments to regulate land use 
around the airport. 

“We lobby Congress and the 
Administration on behalf of 
municipalities and have be- 
come recognized in Washing- 
ton as the official voice of the 
cities and counties on the noise 
issue.” stated Steve Cramer, 
president of NOISE. “We pro- 
vide a forum for the exchange 
of information about what com-

The search continues for a 
Roseville woman who dis- 
appeared in Romulus without a 
trace Oct. 11. 

Cheryl Sanders, 29, was last 
seen inside the Holiday Inn 
Hotel near Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Airport at about 2:30 a.m. 

Family members and 
friends conducted a search 
throughout the area around the 
hotel this weekend but still 
came up with nothing. 

“She had no money, no 
charge cards and no checks 
and she never called me, any of 
her other family members or 
her office," said her husband 
John Sanders. ‘‘We don’t want 
to suspect foul play but it is 
totally out of her character to 
just leave this way.” 

He described his wife as an 
extremely reliable person. She 
was the district manager of the 
Portrait Corporation of Amer- 
ica. home-based in North Caro- 


lina. 

The evening of Oct. 10, she 
met with with a co-worker and 
friend from a studio in Ohio. 

‘‘They met at the Holiday Inn 
because they both knew where 
it was and it has a nice lounge,” 
John said. 

He said they were there from 
about 7 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. at 
which time they decided to go 
to a club in Taylor. 

‘‘They were escorted out of 
that club between 2 and 2:30 
a.m. by a friend of mine in the 
band," John said. ‘‘He told me 
that nothing unusual had gone 
on that night and he didn’t see 
anyone following them.” 

The friend was on her way to 
return Cheryl to her car in the 
parking lot of the Holiday Inn 
when Cheryl asked to be drop- 
ped off in the lobby to use the 
restroom, her husband said. 

‘‘Her friend watched her go 
in and turn toward the res- 
troom, then she left because 
she had to drive back to Ohio 
that day.” 


Cheryl was not seen leaving 
the hotel. Her truck was found 
later, still in the parking lot 
with the doors unlocked. 

"It’s so unlike her to leave 
the doors unlocked,” John said. 
“She has a habit of locking the 
doors even when she’s in the 
car. 

The Romulus police still 
have no leads, but said they 
find no indication of a kidnap- 
ping. 

Cheryl is described as a 
white female about 5-foot, 9- 
inches tall, weighing about 140 
to 145 pounds. She has long light 
brown hair and was last seen 
wearing a white blouse with 
black blazer and black and 
white checked pants. 

"I don’t like to think that any 
type of foul play was involved 
and I pray to God that she’s 
OK." her husband said.

Local students

They will then each be asked a 
different and unique question 
prepared earlier by the stu- 
dents. They will be given two 
minutes each to answer." 

An open discussion with 
members of the audience will 
then follow and Hanna expects 
the session to end at about 9:30 
a.m. 

In addition to organizing this 
program, Hanna encourages 
the kids to get involved in 
what’s going on in the city 
throughout the year by having 
them attend city council and 
school board meetings. He be- 
lieves the hands-on training is 
important to give the kids a bet- 
ter appreciation of how their 
local government works.

Officials urge bond 
support by voters

Romulus police officers and 
officials from the Department 
of Public Works have joined 
hands with city officials in 
hopes that bond proposals for 
street and storm drain im- 
provements are approved by 
voters Nov. 5. 

"Bad pavement is more than 
an inconvenience.” stated 
Romulus Police Chief Fred 
Dansby. "The Michigan State 
Police report that at least two 
accidents a day occur because 
of bad roads." 

The two proposals will ask 
residents to approve bond 
issues for a total of 1.51 mills 
for road repair and storm drain 
improvement. 

A mill is $1 for every $1,000 of 
the State Equalized Value of 
the home. The SEV is equive- 
lant to one-half of the market 
value of the home. 

With the approval of these 
proposals. ". the taxpayer will 
get a real bargain,” said 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

“They will realize a better than 


four to one return on their in- 
vestment because business and 
industry pays more than $4 for 
every one the resident contri- 
butes.” 

That brings the cost for the 
improvements to an estimated 
$1 per week to the average 
homeowner with a house worth 
$50,000. according to Romulus

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County sponsors proposal

A new project geared toward 
controlling tipping-fee costs for 
solid waste removal in western 
Wayne County communities 
and other areas of southeast 
Michigan is being proposed by 
the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority. 

Recently CWCSA gave a pre- 
sentation to Wayne coufi- 
cilmembers and residents 
highlighting the goals and be- 
nefits for the Central Wayne 
Air Quality and Energy Recov- 
ery project. 

Rich Bauser, executive 
director of CWCSA, described 
the background for the project. 

‘‘CWCSA has provided reli- 
able, environmentally re- 
sponsible services for more 
than 25 years,” Bauser said. 
‘.‘However, CWCSA is now fac- 
ing new challenges. The pro- 
ject plans to bring together 
public and private resources to 
provide important environ- 
mental, renewable energy and 
financial benefits to the south- 
east Michigan region. In other 
words, the Solid Waste Alterna- 
tives Program grant. ” 

The challenges CWCSA faces 
include: the 1990 amendments 
to the Clean Air Act mandate 
improved air pollution control 
equipment; federal, state and 
county regulatory policies 
establish goals that require 
maximum recovery of mate- 
rials, including waste-to- 
energy as an option and Michi- 
gan Public Act 2 of 1989, which 
requires utilities to purchase 
electricity from waste-to- 
energy projects, has a limited 
capacity and may not be avail- 
able after 1991. 

‘‘A central objective is to 
control tipping fee costs for 
communities served by the 
CWCS authority,” Bauser said. 
“Without this project, tipping 
fees will escalate rapidly, be- 
cause the authority would have 
to add expensive air pollution 
control equipment without the 
financial benefit of the Project 
Power Purchase agreement 
with the Detroit Edison Co.” 

Providing the grant re- 
quested will leverage the in- 
vestments together with that of 
the State of Michigan in this 1 
solid waste integrated man- 


agement facility, according to 
Bauser 

“If the project is successful, 
it will create a valuable model 
for the state and a true local 
and state success story,” Baus- 
er said. “The SWAP grant re- 
quested is necessary to ensure 
that the 225,000 residents 
served by the CWCSA and this 
project will continue their long 
tradition of advanced solid 
waste management and will 
address related environmental 
and financial challenges.” 

The project will integrate 
seven integrated waste compo- 
nents with the communities 
served w-hich include: 

• Waste Reduction Educa- 
tion (in conjunction with the 
Conference of western Wayne). 

• Waste Reuse Education (in 
conjunction with the Confer- 
ence of western Wayne). 

• Recycling Drop-off Centers 
(which operate each Saturday 
are rapidly increasing the 
amount of material covered). 

• Curbside Composting Prog- 
rams, now successfully under 
way. 

• Household Hazardous 
Waste Removal. 

• Waste-to-Energy Genera- 
tion and Sales of Electricity to 
Detroit Edison under 1989 Pub- 
lic Act 2. 

• A Monofill Designed and 
Permitted in accordance with 
1989 PA 52. 

The three goals of the project 
include regional enviromental 
benefits, regional renewable 
energy benefits and regional 
financial benefits. 

Under environmental be- 
nefits, a three-fold process 
takes place. The first is to inte- 
grate the project with the 
CWCSA to maximize the 
achievement of the State Solid 


Waste Policy goals of waste re- 
duction, reuse, recycling, re- 
moval of household hazardous 
waste and composting, now 
under way by the CWCSA 
members. 

The second process under en- 
vironmental benefits is to docu- 
ment the achievement of the 
state policy goals by the pro- 
ject and the CWCSA and its 
members through quarterly 
and annual reports to the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources in fiscal years 
1992 to 2002, under terms of the 
waste-to-energy SWAP grant 
agreement. 

The third process is to up- 
grade the Air Pollution Control 
equipment at the CWCSA facil- 
ity to comply with the 1990 
Clean Air Act amendments. 

The second goal, revewable 
energy benefits, includes de- 
sign, finance, construct and 
operate an energy recovery 
system which uses the waste 
heat now generated at the 
CWCSA facility. 

The process includes the fol- 
lowing: 

• Install a steamboiler sys- 
tem to capture the waste heat 
and create steam. 

• Install a turbine generating 
system and electrical substa- 
tion to convert the steam into 
about 18 to 25 megawatts of re- 
newable energy. 

There are four financial be- 
nefits for the project. The first 
is to sell the electricity to De- 
troit Edison Co. under terms 
and conditions of 1989 PA 2, the 
new Public Service Commis- 
sion Act amendments. This 
new “stream of revenue” will 
provide financial benefits to 
the CWCSA, its members and 
others in the southeast Michi- 
gan region.

A 17-year-old suspect last 
seen at a Romulus party store 
is being sought in the Oct. 9 
slaying of a Van Buren 
Township man in the 
Parkwoods Apartment 
Complex. 

An argument between the 
suspect.

Life 

savers 

lauded

Two men were awarded for 
saving the life of a fellow work- 
er in Romulus last week. 

Richard Beedle of Canton 
Township and Don Kemp of 
Allen Park didn't hesitate to 
come to the aid of fellow em- 
ployee William Plemmons 
when a life-threatening acci- 
dent occurred at the General 
Motors Powertrain Division of 
the Romulus Engine Opera- 
tions Plant. 

Plemmons, 44, of Milford had 
worked at the facility for 22 
years when the accident occur- 
red July 5, 1991. 

He was loading a utility truck 
inside the plant and, while he 
wasn’t looking, the truck came 
forward, crushing his leg with 
its frame, according to 
accounts of the incident. 

"I was working at the end of 
the line when I heard him yell,” 
said Kemp. “I looked up and 
saw the vehicle rolling down 
the isle and went to stop it- at 
the time I didn't know Bill was 
hurt.” 

When Plemmons continued 
to scream. Kemp realized the 
seriousness of the situation and 
immediately came to Plem- 
mons’ aid. 

The screams alerted Beedle, 
a 27-year employee from Can- 
ton Township. When Kemp yel- 
led to him to call an ambu- 
lance, Beedle immediately 
complied and then ran to help 
Kemp with the injured man. 

“As I approached him, I saw 
blood overflowing from his 
shoe and knew immediately 
that the injury was bad,” Bee- 
dle said. 

Plemmons left leg, just be- 
low the knee, appeared to have 
been the point of injury, the 
men said. Beedle quickly rip- 
ped the victim’s pant leg the 
rest of the way down to deter- 
mine the extent of the damage, 

“The gash was about 4 inches 
long and 2 inches wide and he 
was bleeding profusely. We 
could see he had. a sevccpd-. 
artery and I doubted that his* 


leg could be saved but I didn’t 
want him to know that.” 

Urging Plemmons to let go of 
the pole he had been gripping, 
the two helped him to lay down, 
hoping to stem the blood flow. 

“I then ran to get paper 
towels and applied pressure to 
the wound,” Kemp said. 

“I held Bill’s head and kept 
telling him he would be all 
right,” Beedle said. “I told him 
he had a bad gash and had lost a 
lot of blood but that he needed 
to remain calm and he did.” 

Losing about seven pints of 
blood even before in-house 
security and paramedics, ar- 
rived. Plemmons never went 
into shock. When the ambu- 


lance arrived, he was trans- 
ported to Annapolis Hospital 
and later taken by helicopter to 
the University of Michigan 
Medical Center in Ann Arbor. 

Unfortunately, medical ex- 
perts were unable to save the 
leg below the knee. 

Although he may never work 
at the Romulus Plant again, 
Plemmons is grateful to his fel- 
low workers. 

“They had to give me five 
pints of blood in the hospital 
and I’m sure if they wouldn’t 
have stopped the bleeding I 
could have died,” Plemmons 
Said. 1‘iynV A yo 

“They did -a heck of a job and 
I’m grateful,” Plemmons said. 


Time change to 
act as reminder

Fire officials estimate that 
although more than 85 percent 
of Americans now have smoke 
detectors, at least one-third 
would not work in an 
emergency. 

Because of this statistic, 
Romulus fire officials have 
joined in a national campaingn 
called: “Change Your Clock, 
Change Your Battery.” 

The program is designed to 
encourage people to make a 
habit of changing the batteries 
in their smoke detectors every 
fall when they change their 
clocks back to standard time. 
For 1991, the date of the time 
change is Oct. 27. 

“Now when people set their 
clock back, we’re reminding 
them to also change the battery 
in their smoke detectors,” said 
Romulus Fire Chief William 
Greenslait. “Hopefully, this 
will begin to set in their minds 
so that it becomes a familiar 
act in the future.” 

Sponsored by the Interna- 
tional Association of Fire 
Chiefs and Energizer Batter- 
ies, the program responds to a 
false sense of security that 
smoke detectors give Amer- 
ican families, according to 
Chief Dave Hilton, president of 
the IAFC. 

“It’s tragic when you think that 
someone could die because 
they didn’t have a working bat- 
tery,” he stated. “We want to 
do everything we can to spread 
the word about this critically 
important issue.” 

“Each year, 6,000 people are 
killed and 130,000 are injured in 
fires,” Greenslait said. “We’re 
happy to say that these num- 
bers are currently going down 
but it’s still important for peo- 
ple to know that working smoke 
detectors can double the 
chances of surviving a fire.” 

He said that many people 
mistakenly believe that the 
smell of smoke will wake them 
up if they’re asleep, but in real- 
ity, smoke produces poisonous 
gases that can kill. 

l£Ifc people are asleep and 
don’t have a detector to wake 
them, chances are they‘11 be 


overcome by smoke or poiso- 
nous gasses and they may not 
get out,” Greenslait said. 

With this in mind, Greenslait 
and fire chiefs across the coun- 
try are challenging residents to 
take responsibility for protect- 
ing their family from fire by 
keeping detectors in working 
order. 

Following are three simple 
but effective steps to ensure 
your home is protected: 

• Test your smoke detector at 
least once a month by pushing 
the test button or using an 
approved smoke substitute. 

• 2. Change the batteries ev- 
ery fall when you change your 
clock back from daylight- 
savings time. 

• 3. Clean your detector at 
least once a month with a 
vacuum cleaner. Dust and cob- 
webs can impair detector sen-; 
sibility. 

In addition to fresh batteries, 
Greenslait reminds residents 
of Romulus to intall at least one 
smoke detector on every level 
of the home. 

He suggested placing them 
outside all sleeping areas and, 
on floors without bedroom, in 
living or family rooms. 

Following are a few other in- 
stallation tips given by the 
IAFC: • Locate basement 
smoke detectors close to the 
stairway leading to the floor 
above. Don’t install the detec- 
tor at the top of the basement 
stairs. 

• Avoid placing detectors in 
or near a kitchen. Nuisance 
alarms caused by cooking 
smoke prompt many people to 
deactivate them, leaving the 
household unprotected by a 
smoke detector.

j efforts have been terribly time 
consuming with no real re- 
' medies because we couldn't 
afford to finish the job to make 


the drains work effectively,” 
stated James Panos, director 
of public works. 

“We anticipate the approval 
of both these important propos- 
als,” stated McAnally. “Not 
only will the improvements im- 
prove the quality of life of our 
residents, they will lower the 
costs of car maintenance and it 
will encourage others to want 
to live in and invest in our 
city." 

“Some of our subdivision 
roads have deteriorated so 
badly in the past 15 to 20 years, 
they have to be virtually re- 
placed,” McAnally continued. 
“Special assessment was the 
only alternative we had until 
we began to think about a bond 
issue. 

McAnally said that after 
meeting with U.S Secretary of 
Tranportation Samuel Skinner 
last year on issues related to 
road, drainage and economic 
development, she discovered 
that federal money is no longer 
available and help from 
Washington is a relic of the 
past She said that Washington 
is now leaving it to the local 
governments to address the 


problems of deteriorating 
roads and drains and that is 
why the issue is being pre- 
sented. 

“We have to begin to plan for 
the coming years and main- 
taining and improving our in- 
frastructure is where we have 
to start,” said Oakes. “It is a 
priority for us to always strive 
to improve the quality of life of 
our residents and to ensure that 
the investment we make is one 
that we can maintain and pro- 
tect for the future Having a de- 
dicated source of funding will 
give us that insurance.” 

“We are all very excited ab- 
out the prospects of finally hav- 
ing enough resources to main- 
tain and improve all of our 
roads and drains without hav- 
ing to special assess property 
owners for the improve- 
ments.” McAnally said. 

With the approval of the 
November ballot issues, work 
on the improvement of the in- 
frastructure of Romulus could 
begin as early as next spring. 

“If these proposals pass, the 
safety and quality of life for 
Romulus residents will be im- 
proved.” Dansby said 


Partnership helps 
further education

For the fourth consecutive 
year, the Business Part- 
nerships for Education Prog- 
ram is off and running and 
showing a great deal of suc- 
cess. 

Romulus schools and 
businesses are again working 
together to ensure that chil- 
dren within the city get the best 
education possible. 

“The program is going great 
in all the schools and we’re 
pleased with our accomplish- 
ments,” said Ed Clark, coordi- 
nator of the program. 

Established in Romulus in 
early 1988 under the direction 
of Superintendent William Be- 
dell and Kenneth Berlinn, then 
president of the Romulus 
school board, the partnership 
began between eight 
businesses and schools. It has 
since grown to include more 
than 65 businesses. 

The mission of the program 
is to form voluntary rela- 
tionships between the schools 
and their communities for the 
purpose of educational im- 
provement. 

“And our businesses have 
been taking real good care of 
the schools,” Clark said. “In 
many of cases, they've given a 
lot of the kids a once in a life 
time opportunity that they may 
not have otherwise had.” 

For example, he recalls one 
of the local restuarants provid- 
ing fine dining for young kids. 
He said many of them had nev- 
er been to a real nice res- 
taurant before. 

“The restaurant invited the 
kids, paid for their meals and 


even taught them some social 
etiquette - which silverware to 
use, etc. They got to dress for 
the occasion and really had a 
good time.” 

In some cases, the business- 
men have visited the school, 
telling the children about their 
jobs and what will be expected 
of tfyem in the work world. In 
other cases, the kids were in- 
vited to the job site to see for 
themselves what goes on. 

“The teacher use the part- 
nership as another teaching 
tool by setting up field trips 
with the local businesses,” 
Clark said. “It helps youngs- 
ters to begin career decision- 
making at an early age.” 

The businesses have also 
made conference rooms avail- 
able on occasion free of charge 
for the use of school meetings. 

“Some have even maue scho- 
larships or incentive programs 
available to the students in 
addition to programs for the 
best teacher.” 

They have shown their 
appreciation to the teachers by 
offering them overnight stays 
in local hotels or dinners free of 
charge in area restaurants. 

With the aid of the 
businesses, school officials 
have even had the opportunity 
to put together programs such 
as the Summer Mentorship 
Program which allows the chil- 
dren to work side by side with a 
professional in the carreer of 
their choice. Other programs 
of this sort include courses in 
career awareness, student 
motivation and the importance 
attendence and academic im-

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Local psychic reveals Westland museum is haunted 


He’s a tall man with a dark 
beard. He’s strongly built and 
heavily muscled from long 
days of hard labor. 

He’s also been dead for 
several decades. 

His presence was revealed 
last week when local psychic 
Elizabeth from The Psychic 
Connection paid an un- 
annouced visit to the basement 
of the Westland Historical 
Museum on Wayne Road. Eli- 
zabeth, who uses only her first 
name professionally, had no 
doubts that the spirit of this 
man remains in the home, par- 
ticularly when she held a book 
which had been stored in the 
lower level of the home for 
several years. 

“While the book may not 
have belonged to him. or have 
anything to do with him. it has 
been in the home for many 
years and has somehow picked 
up the sense of his spirit,’’ Eli- 
zabeth explained to her en- 
thralled audience which in- 
cluded Westland City Council 
Liason Joe Benyo and City 
Council President Tom Brown. 

Benyo explained that he had 
been claiming the home held 
spirits for many years, but was 
being teased a bit about his con- 
tention of supernatural occu- 
pants of the home. 

“I’ve been telling them.’’ Be- 
nyo said, “there’s a child here, 
perhaps two.” 

Elizabeth confirmed Benyo's 
theories but said that, as she 
went through the home, parti- 
cularly the kitchen and attic, 
she felt or sensed the presence 
of two children, a boy about 4 
and a girl about 7 or so with 
very long brown hair. In the at- 
tic, Elizabeth again sensed the 
presence of the children and 
noted that these were good 
vibrations and that she sensed 
no fear or animosity from 
them. 

That was unlike her last ex- 
perience with physical man- 
ifestations of the spirit world, 
she confided. Recently re- 
turned from a yisit to Nova Sco- 
tia, Elizabeth toured an old 
home there which had 
attracted her curiosity. 

“It was just one of those big 
old mansions that everybody 
would like to see. My friend 
that was my host and I con- 
tacted the real estate agent 
who said he would take us 
through. 

“We got to the first stairway 
and about halfway up I felt 
something strike me in the 
chest, hard. I mean it hurt,” 
Elizabeth said. “There I was, 
gasping for breath and every- 
body else was so busy looking 
around they didn’t even notice. 

“When I got their attention. I 
told them 1 had to get out of 
there. It was bad. Somebody 
must have fallen or been 
pushed down those stairs. It 
wasn’t pleasant for me and I 
couldn’t go back in,” she said. 

Elizabeth has had more 
pleasant experiences with spir- 
its, too. The former owner of 
the home where she stayed on 
her visit, a woman named 
Daisy, gave her a hug when she 
visited the parlor. Her exist- 
ence has been confirmed by the 
present owner of the home, also 
a para-psychology student. 

“You know, this year at the 
Jaycees Haunted House on the 
grounds at Eloise. I had some 
.trouble even going in. I just 
;sensed something wrong as 
though someone had been kil- 
led and the body disposed of 
.near there or something. At the 
full moon before we started 
working on the displays I went 
over and went around the place 
with sugar and salt to erase the 
negativity,” Elizabeth said. 
She also commented that when 
the group had a haunted house 
across the street from West- 
land City Hall she had refused 
to go near it because of the bad 
feeling emanating from the 
place. 

“But this place has no bad 
feeling in it,” Elizabeth said of 
the museum, “I do sense a 
great sadness about the woman 
in this house. I think perhaps 
she died at a very young age, 
leaving her children. I sense 
some type of flu or virus that 
perhaps became pnuemonia 
“There was more than one 
family here.” Elizabeth said of 
the museum. “And I strongly 
feel they were from some- 
where south of this area 
Maybe Ohio," she mused 
Will visitors encounter the 
Strong, dark man with the 
beard?

are," Elizabeth said. 

According to Brown, inter- 
viewed later, she may have 
been correct in several of her 
observations. The home was 
built by Walter Felton in the 
1860s and his first wife did die. 
He subsequently remarried 
and raised his family in the 
home. Oh, by the way, he was 
from Indiana. 

Brown, however, somewhat 
discounts the ghost theories. 

“The last time some of the 
women who work here insisted 
it was haunted because of the 
strange noises we came over 
and discovered two raccoons,” 
Brown chuckled. "Of course, 
we didn’t look in the basement.

Halloween may be a time for 
children to have fun and dress 
up like ghosts and goblins, but 
it’s also a time for children and 
parents to remember safety 
when trick-or-treating. 

Wayne DARE (Drug Aware- 
ness Resistance Education) 
officer Don Gotham has de- 
vised a list of safety tips for the 
whole family. He has been 
visiting various schools, in- 
forming the children about 
trick-or-treat safety. 

“I have separated the safety 
tips into four groups.” Gotham 
said. ‘‘The groups consist of 
costumes, trick-or-treating, 
stranger danger and candy. 
Under costumes, I encourage 
the kids to wear bright-colored 
costumes at night.” 

If the costume is not very 
bright, place florescent or re- 
flective tape on the clothing 
and trick-or-treat bag. Gotham 
asks parents to beware of 
masks’costumes that obstruct 
vision. 

‘‘Both the costume and mask 
should fit well and not be too 
tight or too long because if it is 
too long, the child could trip 
and fall,” Gotham said. 

Accessories should be soft 
and flexible, not sharp or 
pointed. Gotham recommends 
children carry a flashlight. 


When trick-or-treating, 
Gotham recommends the fol- 
lowing: 

• Always go with a group of 
friends. 

• Get a parent to dress up and 
go with you. 

• Cross streets at corners, 
not near or between parked 
cars. 

• Stay on sidewalks. 

• Start early, come home 
early. 

• Set a time to be home. 

• Stay away from animals, 
dogs or other pets. 

• May want to go to homes 
with porch lights on only. 

“If parents want to give out 
treats, they should turn the 
lights on for the children,” 
Gotham said. “I also recom- 
mend children not to eat when 
they are walking because they 
could choke on the candy. Save 
the candy until you get home.” 

Gotham also recommends 


parents to teach their children 
never to go inside anyone’s 
home, never go near a stran- 
ger’s vehicle and to report any 
suspicious activity to the 
police. 

Once the children arrive 
home with the candy, Gotham 
recommends the following: 

• Don’t eat any treats until 
you get home. 

• Go over all the treats with 
your parents when you get 
home. 

• Throw away any unwrap- 
ped candy or anything that 
appears damaged or tampered 
with. 

“If the child receives cookies 
or popcorn, I encourage them 
not to eat it until their parents 
check the food out and they 
know who gave them the food,” 
Gotham said. “I also recom- 
mend parents only buy freshly- 
wrapped candies to give out at 
Halloween.”

Easy 
as pie 

When the leaves turn red and 
yellow and the temperatures 
are crisp and cool, it’s time for 
heart-warming, wholesome, 
homebaked treats. 

Nothing seems to represent 
harvest time more approp- 
riately than pumpkin pie, a 
favorite since the early days of 
our country. While not men- 
tioned as being a part of the 
first Thanksgiving, pumpkins 
were raised by the Northeast- 
ern Indians and were intro- 
duced to the earliest settlers. 

Pumpkins were boiled, 
baked, used in breads and 
dried by the Indians and many 
of their recipes were adapted 
for use by the Pilgrims and 
other early settlers. Still popu- 
lar today are pumpkin pies, 
made from fresh or canned 
pumpkins. 

One of the earliest recipes for 
pumpkin pie was found in a 
handwritten cookbook of 
Martha Washington. Included 
in a collection of Colonial day 
recipes are the following in- 
structions for making pumpkin 
pie: Pare a pumpkin and take 
the seedy part of it out ; then cut 
it in slices. Pare and core 25 
apples and cut them in slices. 
Make some good paste with an 
egg and lay some all around the 
brim of the dish. Lay half of a 
pound of "good, clean” sugar 
over the bottom of the dish, and 
over that a layer of apples, then 
a layer of pumpkin and again 
until the pie is full, putting 
sugar between every two 
layers and all the remaining 
sugar on top. Bake it half an 
hour before you serve it. When 
the pie is cut open, put in some 
good, fresh butter to top it off, 
said the Colonial day cooks. 

Modern versions of the re- 
cipe call for more precise 
quanitites and instructions: 

Pumpkin Pie 

1-3/4 cups canned pumpkin 

3/4 cup sugar, white or brown 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1/2 teaspoon ginger 

2 eggs 

1 cup evaporated milk 

1/2 cup water 

Unbaked 9-inch pastry shell 

Cook pumpkin in saucepan 
for 10 minutes until somewhat 
dry and slightly carmelized, 
stirring occasionally. Remove 
from heat. Blend sugar, salt 
and spices and stir into hot 
pumpkin. Beat eggs, add 
evaporated milk and water and 
beat into pumpkin mixture un- 
til smooth. Pour into pastry- 
lined pie pan and bake in at 450 
degrees for 15 minutes, then re- 
duce the heat to 300 degrees 
and continue baking about 45 
minutes longer, or until pie 
tests done. 

A perfectly baked pumpkin 
pie should not have wrinkles or 
cracks on its surface. Long, 
slow baking produces a shiny, 
smooth surface with true 
pumpkin color.

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Protesters, community still at stand-off

Unless eleventh-hour talks 
can be scheduled, a standoff still 
exists between the Cracker Bar- 
rel Restaurant and the gay 
rights activists who have pro- 
tested on the site for the past 
three Sundays. 

Mark Loveless of the Michi- 
gan Lesbian and Gay Anti- 
Violence Project said plans are 
slated to continue the protest 
demonstrations at the Van 
Buren Township restaurant un- 
til the firm reverses its alleged 
anti-homosexual hiring policy 
and meets other demands of 
the coalition. 

Western Wayne County 
Mutual Aid Pact communities 
remain on alert to respond to 
the expected demonstration 
today. 

For the third time since the 
Sept. 30 opening of the Cracker 
Barrel Restaurant, gay rights 
activists and allied groups de- 
monstrated last Sunday 
against the alleged anti- 
homosexual hiring practices of 
the newest restaurant in the 
106-store chain. 

“If they’re here, we'll be 
here,” said Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David 
Jacokes, referring to the deter- 
mination of the Mutual Aid par- 
ticipant to continue to keep 
order at the restaurant. 

Last Sunday, representa- 
tives of the 106-restaurant 
chain declined to meet with 
members of the gay rights pro-

test. It has been the position of 
the company not to discuss 
their employment practices 
with the media or the protest 
groups. 

“Because of the escalating 
demonstrations by the lesbian 
and gay community of south- 
east Michigan versus the sup- 
porters of the new Cracker 
Barrel Restaurant, law en- 
forcement officials have 
attempted to put together a 
meeting between representa- 
tives of both groups to bring ab- 
out a compromise before more 
serious conflict might begin,” 
according to a statement 
issued by Mark Loveless. "The 
Cracker Barrell offended the 
gay community nationwide by 
sending a memo that all possi- 
ble lesbian or gay employees 
were to be fired because they 
did not fit the Cracker Barrel 
image of an ’American family 
restaurant.”’ 

Loveless’ statement said he 
and members of two other gay 
rights groups were prepared to 


meet representatives of the 
restaurant chain, but they 
claim the company backed out 
of the proposed meeting. 

"Having no further hope of a 
compromise, the lesbian and 
gay attendees could only dis- 
cuss some aspects of the de- 
monstrations with police offi- 
cials and make some recom- 
mendations for reducing in- 
flammatory behavior by 
police,” the statement con- 
tinued. 

Protestors have charged that 
the police attempted to pro- 
voke reactions from the de- 
monstrators. 

On the other hand, police 
have charged that protestors 
have mocked sexual acts in 
front of them and have attemp- 
ted to provoke them by using 
obscene language, spitting on 
them and hurling dirt at them. 
A Mutual Aid officer reported 
witnessing a lesbian protestor 
simulating oral sex in front of a 
woman officer. 

Jacokes acknowledged that 


some anti-homosexual heck- 
lers have appeared at the site, 
and have traded insults with 
the protestors. However, police 
officers have been professional 
and used restraint at all times 
during the past three demon- 
strations, he said. 

Seventy-five protesters 
appeared at the Cracker Bar- 
rel Restaurant in Van Buren 
TownshipSept. 30 when the res- 
taurant opened its doors. On 
Oct. 6, the number of demon- 
strators at the site doubled and 
seven people were arrested for 
disturbing the peace. The num- 
ber of demonstrators in- 
creased to 200 on Oct. 13 and 
one arrest was made. 

The Western Wayne County 
Police Chiefs Association, re- 
ported that costs for the special 
duty have cost $10,000 so far. 
According to terms of the 
Mutual Aid pact, each com- 
munity bears the cost of send- 
ing its own officers to the aid of 
other departments.

Killer of attendant sought 


She was a Northwest Flight 
attendant on layover in De- 
troit, awaiting a flight to her 
hometown, Minnetonka, Minn. 

It was not the regular route 
for Nancy J. Ludwig, 41, who 
traveled on a shuttle bus Feb. 
24 from the Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Wayne County Airport to 
the Hilton Airport Inn. 

On Feb. 25, Ludwig was 
found dead in her hotel room 
about noon by a housekeeper. 
She was sexually assaulted and 
brutally stabbed to death, 
according to Romulus police. 
The Wayne County medical ex- 
aminer stated Ludwig died af- 
ter her throat was cut, accord- 
ing to Romulus Detective Lt. 
Kenneth Kraus. 


“We are continuing our in- 
vestigation of this incident,” 
Kraus said. "An $80,000 reward 
is now being offered for any in- 
formation leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the individual 
who killed Ludwig.” 

Police are looking for a white 
male, 5-feet-9-inehes to 5-feet- 
11-inches tall weighing 140-to- 
155 pounds with light brown or 
dishwater hair. Witnesses have 
informed police the individual 
may have been wearing 
glasses. 

The individual was last seen 
in the hotel parking lot entering 
a 1978-80 light brown or bronze 
Chevrolet Monte Carlo in good 
condition with white license 
plates. 


“A witness said they may 
have seen someone leaving the 
hotel with flight attendant lug- 
gage,” Kraus said. “Another 
flight attendant who was on the 
shuttle bus to the hotel with 
Ludwig said a man sat in front 
with the attendants.” 

Ludwig was a flight atten 
dant for 15 years.

Rather, it was an action we felt necessary to pro- 
tect our ability to exercise the rights we all have as resi- 
dents and voters. 

As a newspaper, we do not have special rights or pri- 
vileges that others do not share. Our access to information 
is no greater than that of any other citizen. The difference is 
that it is our job to exercise those rights that do exist under 
the law as representatives of our community. We are 
charged with the responsibility of keeping our readers in- 
formed. 

When elected officials disenfranchise us by attempting to 
circumvent or ignore the law in place to protect the rights of 
the public to information, it is our job to seek whatever 
redress possible under the law to correct that situation. 

The law demands that individuals elected to represent 
the public on any council or board spending tax money 
make those decisions at public meetings which are posted 
at least 24-hours prior to the meeting. 

When the president and vice-president of the Wayne- 
Westland school district marched into the office of the su- 
perintendent of schools summarily dismissed him without 
benefit of any posted meeting, open or closed, they violated 
the law. 

They circumvented both the spirit and the letter of the 
law by taking action without benefit of an official meeting. 
What they did was not only illegal, it was insulting to the 
mantle of public service they campaigned so diligently to 
wear. 

If this decision had been considered in the proper man- 
ner, we doubt that the outcome would have been different. 
But the fact is, we will never know.

If massive property tax cut- 
backs are approved, accom- 
panying cutbacks in state prog- 
rams are certain for Michigan 
residents, according to one 
state legislator. 

“We see the chaos that has 
resulted from the $300 million 
cuts from the $1.5 million state 
budget. Where would we find 
$1.5 billion to make up for tax 
breaks which have been prop- 
osed?” said State Rep. James 
Kosteva. 

Although three state tax re- 
form bills have been proposed, 
Kosteva believes only the one 
which provides a tax exemp- 
tion on the first $30,000 of home 
market value is feasible. 

At the Oct. 14 meeting of the 
Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education, Kosteva 
said the Headlee and Engler 
proposals would slash too 
much money from the state 
coffers. 

“The Headlee proposal to cut 
property taxes by 20 percent 
for business, commercial re- 
sidential and industrial tax- 
payers would cost the state $1.5 
billion. The proposal by Gov. 
(John) Engler to cut operating 
taxes by 30 percent would re- 
sult in $1.5 to $2.5 billion in lost 
revenue,” Kosteva told the 


school board members. 

“The legislature has had to 
cut $300 million from the cur- 
rent budget, and we are operat- 
ing on a budget less than that of 
last year,” Kosteva said. “Ev- 
ery reduction hurts people. 
Seniors have literally had ox- 
ygen pulled from them. Some 
80,000 to 90,000 general assist- 
ance recipients have been cut 
from the welfare rolls. Many of 
these are single or divorced 
women, one-third are the fail 
elderly and most of them have 
never held jobs.” 

The Michigan Homeowner 
Tax Break, which Kosteva sup- 
ports, would exempt the first 
$30,000 of a home worth more 
than $60,000 from school prop- 
erty taxes. If the value of the 
home is less than $60,000, 50 
percent of its market value 
would be exempted from 
school property taxes. 

Kosteva said no cutbacks in 
school services would result, 
because the funds would be re- 
placed by repeal of a business 
tax and abatement. 

The full benefit of the tax 
break would take effect im- 
mediately, and the Homestead 
Property Tax credit formula 
would still be available to those 
whoqualify , the legislator said. 

Two business tax breaks 
would be repealed to make up 
for the loss of property tax re-

venue, Kosteva said. The 
Capital Acquisition Deduction 
would be repealed along with 
industrial property tax abate- 
ments, which total some $1 bil- 
lion annually. 

Kosteva believes that by put- 
ting nearly $1 billion back into 
the pockets of Michigan 
homeowners through the adop- 
tion ofthe Michigan Tax Break, 
the average middle-class fami- 
ly will have about $500 more to 


spend annually. The goods and 
services purchased with the 
additional funds could spark 
the economy, the representa- 
tive said. 

If 205,166 registered voters 
sign petitions to initiate the 
Michigan Homeowners Tax 
Break, the legislature will have 
40 session days to enact it, and 
authorize the tax break to go 
into effect on Jan. 1, 1993.
